Reforming Bookmakers by Law; 
Little Ones Outvote the Big Ones 


New YorK 

Of course there isn’t a Nationalist 
Chinaman’s chance that Mayor O’Dwy- 
ers proposal to levy a tax on betting on 
such sports as baseball and football will 
get anywhere, but it’s one of the bright- 
est ideas ve had to play with for a long 
time. 

In some local corners the mayor was 
praised for his courage in bringing out 
into the open something which everybody 
knew and nobody talked about. | sup- 
pose this also could be said of little boys 
who chalk words up on board fences. 

You can’t help but think how nice it 
would be, though. Li L could just read, 
once, a suggestion that L.I.L. was pulled 
for the last three weeks to get a more 
liberal point spread against St. Johns, | 
think 1 could put up indefinitely with the 
irresponsible slurs on racing. And _ it 
would end, as far as New York is con- 
cerned, the equally irresponsible agita- 
tion for night racing. The nights would 
be pretty well pre-empted. 

I notice that my confrere, Mr. Dunstan, 
suggests that passage of such legislation 
as the mayor urges would lighten the bur- 
den on racing, since sports would pro- 
duce such tremendous revenues that the 
racing tax could be lessened. This would 
be an obviously fair approach to the sit- 
uation, but there has been nothing yet 
to make me suspect that a fair approach 
would be taken. Unless L have mis- 
judged the administration badly, the rac- 
ing tax would stay the same, with the 
other revenue added. It is just not con- 
ceivable that city revenue could grow 
faster than the city could find practical 
or political use for it. Not if it rained 
money. 

Mr. Dunstan, incidentally, takes a 
somewhat more serious view of the 
chances of this legislation than I do. It 
is quite possible that he is more right 
than J, for when the original proposal tor 
the 5 per cent city tax was made, | wrote 
a joking piece about it, esteeming it an- 
other one of those silly-season proposals 
which would die of its own absurdity. I 
could not have been further wrong if I'd 
studied for it. 

Some time later L asked a State Sena- 
tor, a Republican, why the city tax had 
been allowed to pass a rather unfriendly 
administration. He said, “Why should a 
Republican legislature keep a Democratic 


mayor from pulling a reck?” This, it 
proved, made only superficial sense, be- 
cause the city tax, cutting the pari-mutuel 
handle as it has, has cost the State ad- 
ministration a good many million dollars, 
though not as many million as the city 
has gained. Still, politically, this was a 
boner, because it gaye more tax money 
to the Democrats, less to the Republi- 
cans, 

At any rate, the notion here is that 
the all-sports betting idea is a bit of po- 
litical fluff, and not very bright, since 
it would seem likely to draw tne enmity 
oi anti-betting forces, with no prospects 
of any offsetting gain. But it is devoutly 
hoped that this notion is wrong and that 
betting on all sports is legalized. The en- 
forcement of that legislation Id like to 
see. 

fhe fallacy behind this notion is that 
bookmakers would like to be legalized 
and pay taxes, and that, operating now 
in violation of one law, they would not 
operate in violation of another. 


VICTORY. Horsemen in Florida no 
doubt feel that they have won a victory 
over the management of Hialeah Park, 
just as they did at Tanforan a bit earlier. 
in a sense, perhaps, they did. But the 
restoration of $40,000 cut from over- 
night races and the maintenance of the 
$3,000 minimum purse, and the accept- 
ance of $40,000 cut from stakes values 
means essentially that the wages of good 
horses have been reduced, and those of 
selling platters have been kept level. 

The effect of this is obviously to re- 
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duce the opportunities, and thus the price, 
of the better horses, and | cannot think 
what breeders’ organizations were about 
when they supported the stand of the 
Florida horsemen. This is not, you un- 
derstand, any appraisement of the merits 
of the dispute in Florida, or the justice 
of the objections of horsemen to a purse 
cut. It is instead a conviction that any 
cut which is accepted at all should be a 
cut straight down the line. 

lt is rather plain how the situation is 
developing, and will develop at other 
tracks. Warmed by two successes in hold- 
ing minimum purses level, horsemen are 
going to oppose purse cuts elsewhere. 
Well, there are going to be cuts, because 
aiministung pari-mutuel revenue tends to 
that. Now at any meeting of horsemen, 
tne trainers who have stakes horses are 
going to be heavily outnumbered by those 
who do not, and any general vote will be 
to accept stakes cuts, rather than over- 
night cuts, Lhis will necessarily reduce 
tne earning capacity of stakes horses and, 
im consequence, push down yearling 
prices. it wall, in tact, reduce the cash 
value of horses in training, except in the 
lower Claiming divisions.. 


In a sense, as has been pointed out 
here betore, this isnt a rivalry between 
tracks on one side and horsemen on the 
other, ‘ts a question of whether all 
horsemen take the cuts which dwindling 
times make inevitable, or whether one 
group ot horsemen can force another 
group to take all or most of the cut. In 
both Florida and Calitornia, the Little 
stables made the big ones take it. Lt 
horsemens organizations are to hold to- 
gether, it seems to me they should torm 
a policy committee to take a somewhat 
long range view, considering what is 
good tor racing as well as good for train- 
ers at the moment. 


REPEAT. It was only a little more 
than two years ago that Buddy Ensor was 
picked up dead from exposure in the 
Brooklyn cemetery, and yesterday, as this 
is written, it was Carroll Shilling, froz- 
en under a van near Belmont Park. It 
isn't entirely sure that anybody could 
have helped either of them much, but it 
ponits up the need of a responsible Turf 
organization to try. In this morning’s 
papers racing’s boast, “Racing takes 
care of its own,” is being flung in its 
face. That this may be unfair isn’t quite 
the question. If a grocery clerk is found 
frozen, nobody criticizes the Independent 
Grocers Association. But if a former 
jockey dies in poverty, racing does catch 
hell. That’s the fact, and the fairness of 
it isn’t being argued. Racing ought to 
organize to prevent it, even leaving aside 
humanitarian grounds. 
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Calumet Farm’s great stallion Bull Lea, 
the leading American sire in 1947 and 
1948, again headed the list in 1949, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by THE 
Bioop-Horse. which account for first 
money only. It is the first time since 
Broomstick (1913-1914-1915) that a stal- 
lion has led the list for three consecutive 
years. 

In 1947 and 1948. sons and daughters 
sired by Bull Lea earned more than a 
million dollars. the first times a_ stallion 
had been represented by such large earn- 
ings. In 1949 his total first monies were 
$726.940, still a high total even though 
under the million mark. 

But whereas in 1947 and 1948 Bull 
Lea overshadowed his nearest competi- 
tors for sire honors, it was not until late 


Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea headed the sire list for the third consecutive vear.

‘The Broodmare Sires of 1948 
Ranked by Average Earnings 


Perhaps the most frustrating statistics 
on racing in any country are those hav- 
ing to do with broodmare sires. In the 
first place, the breodmare sire is only one 
of four ancestors in the second generation 
of a pedigree, and hence has, at the most, 
only one-fourth the genetic responsibility 
for the offspring of his daughters. In the 
second place, it has been virtually im- 
possible to determine the total number ot 
horses in competition which have the 
same maternal grandsire. 

As the result of a montis work by Mrs. 
Charles Keller, posting the totals ot in- 
dividual mares trom Sires 
and Dams, it is now possible, a year 
jale, tv present the more prominent brood- 
mare sires of 1940, ranked according to 
average earnings per starter, Lhe tabula- 
tion given here includes all broodmare 
sires with as many as ZU daughters rep- 
resented by their otispring in racing, 
and with earnings per starter at least as 
hugh as the general average of the year 
(92Z,06Y per starter) for North America. 

do rehearse, lur a moment, the method 
involved in turning oul this approximation 
of a racing equivalent of a_ baseball 
batting average, Z1 daughters of Lorchilla 
had 3Y of their progeny racing in 1948. 
lt they had earned exactly the general 
average of $2,089, their total would have 
been $104,871. Actually their earnings 
were $295,103, which is 2.815 times the 
average expectancy. The expectancy tor 
*Challenger 2nd’s 40 representatives was 
$107,500; they actually earned $299,130, 
or 2.781 times the average. Man o° War, 
with 224 representatives in action, had an 
expectancy of $602,336; the actual total 
Was more than twice that much. 

The same result is achieved here by a 
different method. The total earnings are 
first divided by 2.689 to obtain what is 
called the adjustment. (What the adjust- 
ment actually shows is the ratio of the 
total earnings to the expected earnings 
of one starter.) The adjustment is then 
divided by the number of starters to ob- 
tain the index, which shows the same 
proportion of actual to expected earnings 
as would be obtained by using the method 
indicated in the paragraph above. 

This procedure is used because the 
totals (number of year-starters and ad- 
justment) are additive, so that the ree- 
ords can be accumulated from one year 
to another. Thus far no previous statistics 


of this sort are available for broodmare 
sires, but the 1949 figures, when avail- 
able, can be added to those of 1948. 

in the principal accompanying tabula- 
tion, the broodmare sires are ranked in 
order of “batting average’ in 1948. ‘There 
was a total of 121 sires with ds many 
as 2U daughters represented in that year; 
2Y of these had indexes of less than 1.U0U00, 
that is, the earnings tailed to reach mathe- 
matical expectancy. Lhe other (2 are in- 
cluded in the table. it will be noted that 
only nine broodmare sires had indexes 
as high as 1.800, and only 18 (15 per 
cent) were as high as 1.000. A total of 
2% (23 per cent) were as high as 1.400, 
that is, were credited with earnings at 
least 1.4 times the average. 

As in baseball averages, the index be- 
comes more dependable as the numbers 
increase. A broodmare sire with compara- 
tively small representation may have a 
high index because of heavy winnings ot 
one or two horses. Hence, as a rough 
means of checking the probabilities con- 
cerned, the tabulation shows, immediately 
after the number of starters, the number 
which earned at least the general aver- 
age of $2,689 during the year. In the next 
column is shown the percentage of start- 
ers which earned at least the average. The 
leaders in these percentages are as fol-

That is, on the basis of 1948 figures 
alone, there were three broodmare sires 
with at least half of their representa. 
tives above average, and several others 
close to the 50 per cent mark. 

Ot course, no set of statistics can ever 
teil the whole story. for instance, allow- 
ance must be made for older broodmare 
sires, many of whose daughters will be 
vld themselves and may have over-age 
progeny still running. At the other end ot 
the scale, allowance must be made tor 
the very youngest broodmare sires; their 
daughters may be represented by a dis- 
proportionate number of  2-year-olds, 
whose average expectancy is well below 
that of older horses. 

The 121 broodmare sires with as many 
as 20 daughters each represented on the 
tracks in 1948 accounted for a total of 
9,219 starters, which is 40.5 per cent of 
the total number of starters in the year. 
The 72 above-average broodmare sires ac 
count for 3,626 starters. 

Among the broodmare sires with fewer 
than 20 mares but with high earnings in- 
dexes were Discovery (17 starters, 2.749), 
Hadagal (21 starters, 2.173), Toro (44 
starters, 2.045), and the English Gains- 
borough (34 starters, 2.027).

George D. Widener. vice chairman of 
The Jockey Club since 1947. was elected 
chairman of the group, following the 
resignation of William Woodward. who 
has served as chairman for 20 years. The 
meeting was held in New York. on Jan- 
uary 12. 


The new chairman follows in the tra- 
dition of past chairmen of the organiza- 
tion in that he has been closely associated 
with racing for most of his life. His colors 
were first registered in 1913. and although 
he started his racing with steeplechasers. 
his light- and dark-blue silks have been 
worn by some of the best horses in com- 
petition on the flat. They include Fight 
Thirty. Luckv Draw. and Jamestown. 


Mr. Widener was made a member of 
The Jockey Club in 1916 and a steward 
of the club in 1943. He has been presi- 
dent of the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion, operators of Belmont Park. since 
1942. 


The retiring chairman saw one of his 
greatest aims come to pass during his 
last year in office. This was the repeal 
of the Jersey Act. Another important de- 
velopment was the adoption of pari- 
mutuel betting in New York in 1940. 


A lawver by profession. and one of the 
nation’s leading bankers. Mr. Woodward 
is the owner of the internationally fa- 
mous Belair Stud. He has bred 11 horses 
which won more than $100.000. and op- 
erates racing stables in both Europe and 
America. He was elected a member of 
The Jockey Club in 1917. a member of 
the Board of Stewards in 1922. vice 
chairman in 1925. and chairman in 1930. 
Three others. John Hunter. August Bel- 
mont. and Frank Sturgis. have held the 


office. 


Ogden Phipps. who has been a member 
of the board of stewards since 1948. was 
elected vice chairman to succeed Mr. 
Widener. Joseph F. Davis was elected a 
steward.

Breeding the Foaling Mare 


by D. W. Bruner

Among Thoroughbred breeders there 
is no cessation of activity during the en- 
tire year. At this time the yearlings 
need constant attention and the foal crop 
is on its way. The breeding season is 
about to begin. and with its approach 
thought should be given to the program 
of breeding the foaling mare. 

Strictly speaking. the broodmare’s 
function is the production of foals. To 
maintain maximum efficiency. it is com- 
mon practice to breed the mare on the 
ninth day following the event of foaling. 
This procedure is employed in order io 
produce the greatest number of foals. 
and it is justifiable providing the mare 
maintains the proper physical condition. 
Since the health of the foaling mare is of 
prime importance in considering her fit- 
ness for breeding. —ninth-day 
should be permitted only if the mare had 
a normal delivery. followed by a normal 
recovery. 


service 


Before breeding. the mare should be 
subjected to an examination by a compe- 
tent veterinarian. This is merely a good 
form of insurance. since the breeding >f 
a diseased mare often results in an abort- 
ed fetus. In such instances not only is 
the foal lost. but often severe damage 
is done to the mare’s reproductive sys- 
tem. The practice of breeding physically 
fit mares will enable a Busher. a Gal- 
lorette. or a Bewitch to produce numer- 
ous valuable foals. whereas the procedure 
of breeding without an examination ef 
the mare’s reproductive system re- 
sult in a drastic lowering of breeding 
eficiency, or even terminate in a_ sterile 
mare. 

The veterinarian should make a_thor- 
ough clinical and bacteriological exam- 
ination. The latter includes the inocula- 
tion of cultures for bacteriological study. 
Although it is true that the experienced 
veterinarian can select infected mares 
with great accuracy. those of question- 
able fitness as well as many normal-ap- 
pearing mares should be cultured. It is 
the only safe procedure. 

The purpose of the cultures is to de- 
tect infected mares. Such animals us- 
ually will not become pregnant, but if

they do conceive they frequently will! 
abort or produce deformed, diseased, or 
otherwise abnormal and probably worth- 
less foals. 

When planning to breed the foaling 
mare on the ninth day, cultures should 
be taken about the seventh to eighth day. 
By incubating these cultures until the 
morning of the ninth day in a_ special 
incubator, an infected mare usually can 
be detected. As a rule it is best to cul- 
ture a mare during the heat period, since 
an infected mare not in heat may not 
show consistent evidence of infection. 


If the bacteriological examination 
indicates that the mare is not infected 
and the clinical examination shows the 
mare to be physically fit, there is no 
reason to delay the breeding. On_ the 
other hand. the diseased mare should not 
be bred until her reproductive system 
is free from infection. regardless of how 
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healthy the reproductive tract appears 
to be. 

A mare is considered to be infected 
when bacteria can be grown from certain 
areas of its reproductive tract. The vet- 
erinarian inoculates the necessary cul- 
tures for this determination. and in Ken- 
tucky most of these cultures are sent to 
the Department of Animal Pathology. 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, Lexington. where trained personnel 
study the incubated cultures and identify 
the isolated bacteria. 

Several types of bacteria which may 
be present in the reproductive system of 
the mare can cause abortion or sterility. 
One of the most common bacterial of- 
fenders is the Streptococcus. Although a 
virus is very important in causing abor- 
tion, its presence cannot be detected by 
culturing the mare. 

After the type of infection is deter- 
mined by the laboratory workers and re- 
ported to the veterinarian. a procedure 
for the treatment of the mare can be out- 
lined. The kind of treatment varies with 
the type of infection and the individual 
mare. Some mares will recover without

The very consistent Pilate. which is 
owned by a syndicate and stands in Vir- 
vinia. again leads in point of total win- 
ners for 1919. He has 66. He also was 
the leader in 1948 (65) and 1947 (79). 
Coldstream’s Reaping Reward is second 
to him in the 1949 standings with 63 win- 
ners. He also has ranked consistently 
high in recent years. 

dull Lea and Pilate are tied for the lead 
in the most-wins category. Each is 
eredited with 165 winning races. plus one 
dead heat. (See table.) 

\ total of 1.810 stallions are listed in the 
1919 summary. only first money consid- 
ered. They were represented by 11.580 
winners of 26.680 races. Total first money 
distributed in North American racing for 
1919 was $34.737.225. The 1948 summary 
accounted for about 1.750 stallions. 11.191 
winners. 25.147 races. and $35.826.356. 

There was. according to these figures. 
increased competition in 1949. About 69 
more stallions were represented in 1949 
than in 1948. There also were more races 
and more winners. but they competed for 
about 8900.900 less in first money. 

If the $34.737.225 for 1949 had been 
distributed equally among the 1.810 stal- 


lions. each would have been credited with 
earnings of $19,192. Equal distribution 
across the board would have assured each 
stallion of 6.4 winners of 14.7 races. The 
average earnings per winner would have 
been $3.000. and the average first money 
per race would have been $1.302. Per- 
sons interested in various. stallions may 
cheek their individual earnings against 
those averages to determine their success 
in relation to the average. 

The 20 leaders. needless to say. were 
credited with far above the average. 
which means that correspondingly less 
was left for the tail-enders. The 20 lead- 
ers had an aggregate of $7.413.876. or an 
average of $370.693 apiece. This was 
about 19 times the per-capita average if 
ali the money had been equally appor- 
tioned among the 1.810 sires. 

The 12. stallions on the most-winners 
list averaged 58 winners apiece, com- 
pared with the average of 6.4 winners. 
The 13 stallions on the most-wins list av- 
eraged 145 wins each. compared to the 
per-capita average of 14.7. These figures. 
of course. account only for the sires of 
winners. and do not take into considera- 
tion the stallions which were represented 
by non-winning progeny in 1949. Tf this 
data were available. the comparison. of 
the more successful stallions to the aver- 
age of the breed would be even more lop- 
sided. 

In the following summary. there is 
shown the name of every stallion which 
sired a winner in North American rac- 
ing in 1949, His birth-vear and the name 
of his sire are given. followed by the num- 
ber of winners to his credit, the number 
of races won. and total first money won.

Despite ‘Quake and High Waters, 
Citation Arrives on Schedule 


Los ANGELES 
The weatherman and Citation picked 
the same day to test the Santa Anita 
track. It was a cold. miserable. rainy 
afternoon when Jimmy Jones saddled the 
world’s most famous Thoroughbred since 
Man o° War for his first race in 13 months. 
As you know by now. Citation carried the 
devil’s-red and blue silks of Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm to his 28th vic- 
tory in 30 starts. but the triumph was 
witnessed by the smallest crowd of the 
Santa Anita season. 


Only 13.000 rainsoaked Turf-goers were 
on hand to see Citation take his first 
stride down along the comeback trail. The 
weather. of course. was mainly respon- 
sible for the small gathering. hut there 
were a couple of contributory factors that 
might as well he mentioned now. When 
entries for the race were taken. the weath- 
erman was puckering up and no one knew 
for sure whether there would he the 
customary California “dew” on the 
ground the next morning. or whether it 
would really rain. Jones made a_ point 
that if the track was muddy. Citation 
would not start and. of course. this was 
duly chronicled in all the newspapers. 
The two instances might have been 
enough to keep everyone except inveterate 
horse plavers. who seldom read anything 
except past performances anyway. from 
the track. But on top of that there was 
an earthquake that jolted Los Angeles. 
good. shortly before the first race. 

At seratch time on the day of the race. 
anyone could look at the sky and_prac- 
tically get drowned before ducking un-

der cover again. But Jimmy Jones de- 
cided Citation had reached the point in 
his training where he needed competi- 
tion. Jimmy suddenly remembered that 
Citation could alwavs handle anv kind of 
a track. the good along with the bad. and. 
of course. no matter how Jones thumbed 
through the condition book he could never 
spot an easier race for his champion. So. 
despite a “quake and high water. Cita- 
tion was ready. 

The big bay horse carried 124 pounds. 
Against him were Clifford Mooers’ Bold 
Gallant. Rex FEllsworth’s Roman Tn. and 
Chutney. from the stable of George 
Sawava and A. FE. Faeh. These gentlemen 
deserve some credit for their sportsman- 
ship. for they knew when they entered 
they were filling a race for Citation. 


Citation broke last in the field of four 
hecause. as Steve Brooks explained later. 
he fell hack into an old habit of putting 
one foot up while standing in the gate. 
Tt didn’t take him long to catch Chutnev. 
which has trouble winning in middle al- 
lowance company. and he was two lengths 
off Bold Gallant and Roman Tn as _ he 
made the turn. Neither Brooks nor Cita- 
tion appeared the least worried. and they 
staved well out in the middle of the track 
all the way. 

At the quarter pole. Brooks “sticked 
him onee. easy.” and Citation ranged up 
alongside Bold Gallant. with Roman In 
a neck or so away on the rail. There was 
one anxious moment in mid-stretch 
where Bold Gallant came out and bumped 
Citation. It could have been a 
thing fer a horse away from competition

for a vear. But Brooks reached out with 
his whip. waved it in front of Citation’s 
right eve. and the big fellow dug into 
the mud and drew awav to win bv a 
leneth and a half. Tt was exactly the 
same distance he had heaten Bold Gal- 
lant in the late fall of 1948 when he was 
preparing for the Tanforan Handicap. He 
was good then. and the inference is that 
he is good now.

Bill Finnegan com- 
mented. 


Jimmy. of course. was all smiles after 
it was over. “I’m not worrving now so 
much.” he said. “Citation came out of 
the race in tip-ton condition. but T don’t 
know when he will start again.” Actually. 
Jimmy is too smart a trainer not to have 
Citation’s next move carefully planned. 
but when it will be is a closelv-euarded 
Calumet secret. Tt might he next week. 
There are a couple of races in the hook 
for him. 

Jimmy must have been pleased with 
the way the champion acted. not only 
in the race and after it. but hefore it. 
too. In the paddock. Citation showed not 
one trace of nervousness. He walked 
around the place like he owned it. and his 
only outward sign of anxiousness was a 
kick or two when the saddle was thrown 
onto his bread back. He appeared fat. 
however. and 100 or 150 pounds. over- 
weight. but it may be only that he has 
matured. Several. trainers. rather than 
worrving about the fat. thought it  re- 


markable that he came up to the race 
carrying so much flesh after his hard

King Ranch’s But Why Not was third. 
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training siege. That, probably, is one of 
the Jones’ secrets. All their horses are 
high in flesh and blooming with good 
health when they run their best races. 
At any rate. the crowd that was there 
came to cheer Citation rather than 
plunge on him. They wagered only $56.- 
483 on the race. which must be a new 
record low for Santa Anita. and the bulk 
of it. of course. was on Citation. They 
put $26.751 on the champion’s nose. and 
the more cautious. who simply wanted 
the thrill of having a ticket on Citation. 
chunked in $11.745 on him to place. The 
tickets were good for $2.30 and $2.10. 
Bold Gallant. which has ayways been 
troubled with brittle feet. was the lone 
casualty of the race. He came back lame. 
and Trainer Dick Watts thought it might 
be the start of another quarter crack. The 
horse had all four hooves cut away last 
winter. He may be out of competition 
again for some time. 


TWO SOUTHERNERS. Vulean’s Forge 
is not going to do any racing here this 
winter. in the $100.000 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap or any place else. but Trainer Don 
Cameron might have a contender for the 
hig “Cap. after all. Vulean’s Forge won 
the race last year. but has been fired for 
ankle trouble and is not in training now. 

Instead. Cameron hopes to have a couple 
of South America. *Invernal and *Mu- 


rano, ready by February 25. They have 
never started in this country. but they 
come pretty well recommended. *Invernal, 
according to reports. cost $100.000 and 
*Murano $85.000. The former is a_5- 
year-old chestnut by Embrujo out of 
Sleigh Belle. and the latter is a 6-vear- 
old bay by Congreve out of Venezia. They 
have a smooth.. effortless wav of going 
and you are certain to see them in the 
East this summer. Cameron is pretty 
proud of them. and he doesn’t get en- 
thusiastic about a horse unless there is a 
good reason. They arrived in this country 
last October. 


Like most trainers. Cameron shuns pub- 
licity. He likes it for his horses. but not 
especially for himself. As a result. not 
many California Turfgoers know he is a 
native son. He was born in Chico. Calif.. 
55 vears ago. His dad owned a ranch. 
and had raced horses since about 1888. 
Somehow the story got around that Don 
went to Stanford and was quite a football 
star for the Palo Alto Indians during 
his collegiate days. Tt isn’t quite true. He 
went to school at Hitchcock Military 
Academy. in San Raphael. and_ played 
halfback against the Stanfords. not for 
them. In World War T. Cameron was in 
the Air Corps. and also did some foot- 
hall playing then. “But don’t write any- 
thing about that.” he cautioned. “Sav 


something about my horses, instead.” 

His horses have won a great many of 
the biggest stakes in this country. in. 
cluding the Kentucky Derby. The finest 
Thoroughbred he ever trained. of course, 
was Count Fleet. Cameron has been a 
Santa Anita regular ever since the track 
opened. and he has always won races 
here. and elsewhere. He demands a great 
deal of a Thoroughbred before he sends 
him into competition, but he is probably 
as good a trainer as there is around these 
parts in getting a horse ready to win 
first time out. *Invernal and *Murano 
may not start at Santa Anita: but if they 
do. unlike most Thoroughbreds from 
South America they will be ready for 
some running right away.

treatment if not bred on the ninth day 
after foaling. Certain infections in late- 
foaling mares may be handled by allow- 
ing a rest period from breeding until the 
following spring. The operation which 
involves suturing of the upper part of the 
lips of the vulva is very effective in  cur- 
ing other infected mares. Vaccines can 
be used. Penicillin combined with sul- 
famethazine sometimes clears up certain 
bacterial infections. 

Through the combined activity of ex- 
perienced laboratory personnel and vet- 
erinarians. of fetuses and foals 
due to infections have decreased approxi- 
mately 20 per cent in the Bluegrass area 
of Kentucky within All 
Thoroughbred owners should. prob- 
ably do. know that Kentucky possesses 
not only the best veterinary specialists 
in equine practice, but also the most out- 
standing research department in the field 
of equine diseases. Each year the De- 
partment of Animal Pathology, Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station, at Lex- 
ington, contributes more specific informa- 
tion which is applicable in controlling 
diseases of the Thoroughbred than is con- 
tributed by any other research group.

A living body's size and mechanical construction 
are related to the size of the earth and its force 
of gravity. 


It is often proved on our race tracks 
that the size of a horse is no indication 
of his ability to either run fast. or carry 
high weight. If the horse’s body were 
doubled in size. his weight would be in- 
creased cight times. However. cross- 
section of his bone would be only fou 
times greater. An increase weight, 
therefore, requires a change in construe- 
tion to maintain performance. 

Breeders of Thoroughbreds. if proper 
selection and improvement of the breed 
is to continue. must not only have a test- 
ing ground. but also a definite idea of 
what qualities they are testing for. 

Aside from disposition. which is im- 
portant. the other variable is mechanical! 
structure and quality. By selection based 
on speed and stamina, the Thoroughbred 
has been developed to a point where he 
is now a decidedly superior animal. for 
racing and many other purposes, to the 
foundation mares and_ stallions of the 
original breed. 

A slight increase in speed requires a 
considerable increase in power; also,
